the ſanguine his concupitcence,and was 
tonnes;ina word,it F7zrod can be cotene 
ted ropart with Herodras,and every man 
his beloved fin, to which by nature he is 
moſt addited. 

When a certaine Phyſ:orn:mer loo 
king ypon Socrates, gatlicic... by is c0- 
plexion that he was given to |: {t & wan=- 
ronnefſe , the people which knewe the 
continencie,and ycirtuous hfe of Socra- 
ees,mocked hin as vnskitfull of his art, 
thinking that Socrates was not addifted 
to any ſuch vice. But Socrates acknow= 
ledged the iudgement of thePhyſiogno- 
mer to be iruc,and confeſſed that by na- 

curall 
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 teurall diſpoſition n-e was prone vnto it; 
thinking it a greater vertue co conquer, 
ana keeg.c vricei the corruptions of the 
fleſh;then to keep e nhimlelievnder, and 
within the bond of reaſon, when hee had 
nothing to draw him away. And yet this 
is little worth , vnleſle zt be at ſuch time, 
when ſome externall meancs,and provor 
cations doe coneutre , for bringing thot 
intoact,which depraucd nature moli at- 
tecteih, The drunkard will ſometimes 
ab{taine f16 his beaſtlneſſe:bur it1s whe 
he car getno vine. The oppreſler from 
priinding , and grating the faces of the
